SCARE FOR SCHOOLS 


Abduction fears as children called into van 


Council reports own staff to police in error

The company in charge of 
Kingston and Richmond’s 
children’s services sparked a 
cross-borough child abduc¬ 
tion scare - after mistakenly 
reporting its own staff mem¬ 
bers to police. 

Achieving for Children, the 
social enterprise owned by 
Richmond and Kingston 
councils, alerted schools to a 
man claiming to be “from the 
council” asking schoolchil¬ 
dren to get into his van to dis¬ 
cuss youth activities. 

He was said to be wearing a 
lanyard that looked “home¬ 


made” and was parked close 
to Richard Challoner School 
in Old Malden, on Monday, 
February 23. 

Schools passed on the 
warning to parents, via 
emails and texts, which were 
then shared on Facebook and 
Twitter. 

A student from the school 
said at least 12 students had 
gone inside the van, which 
had a television screen and a 
CCTV system. 

It has now emerged the in¬ 
dividuals were in fact coun¬ 
cil-sanctioned workers on 
official business. 

Kingston Council con¬ 
firmed the three people - two 
men and a woman - were two 
workers from Achieving for

Children and a Kingston 
Council employee. 

In an email sent to parents 
from Richard Challoner 
last Friday, deputy head¬ 
teacher Sean Binns said the 
council’s actions were “not 
acceptable”. 


He said: “In the school’s 
view, individuals stopping 
students of school age on the 
street and asking for infor¬ 
mation, such as home ad¬ 
dress and phone numbers, is 
not acceptable. 

“As well as this, the situa¬ 
tion of inviting them into a 
van goes against all child pro¬ 
tection protocols and advice 
they would have been given 
at schools and, I’m sure, by 
yourselves as parents.” 

A parent from Richard 
Challoner, who did not want 
to be named, said: “It is unbe¬ 
lievable the council would 
sanction this - children get¬ 
ting interviewed inside a van. 
It’s just poor practice, isn’t 
it?” 


Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor for Richmond and London 
Assembly member for 
Kingston and Richmond, 
Stephen Knight, said: “I am 
not surprised people are 
alarmed. Achieving for Chil¬ 
dren and Kingston Council 
should have alerted schools 
and parents before embark¬ 
ing on this endeavour. 

“This points to an organisa¬ 
tion that does not know what 
it is doing.” 

But Conservative council¬ 
lor for Richmond and London 
Assembly member for 
Kingston and Richmond, 
Tony Arbour, said: “I have no 
doubt that Achieving for 
Children has learned a valu¬ 
able lesson from this.” 


A spokesman from Achiev¬ 
ing for Children said: 
“Achieving for Children al¬ 
ways investigates any reports 
of suspicious activity around 
schools as a matter or urgen¬ 
cy, including reporting it to 
the police, and informing 
other schools in the vicinity. 

“A very speedy investiga¬ 
tion revealed this was legiti¬ 
mate council workers 
carrying out their duties. 
Schools were informed very 
quickly. 

“We are looking at our pro¬ 
cesses now to see how we can 
avoid any confusion like this 
in the future, and Achieving 
for Children apologises for 
any concern or upset this sit¬ 
uation has caused.”

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Grassed-up dealer jailed 


A drug dealer who tried to 
palm a “customer” off with 
garden grass instead of 
cannabis was caught out 
when the customer told po¬ 
lice he had been robbed. 

Dernier Edwards-Camp- 
bell was jailed for three- 
and-a-half years on Friday, 
February 20, after being 
found guilty of possession 
with intent to supply class 
A drugs following a trial at 
Kingston Crown Court. 

The 21-year-old’s nar¬ 
cotics enterprise came to an 
end when police were called 
to Brighton Road in May 
2014 to reports of a robbery. 

Officers then discovered 
the “victim” had arranged 
to meet Edwards-Campbell 
to buy cannabis, and had 
paid the dealer £225 before 
realising he had been 
fobbed off with garden 
grass. 

Police later found more 



than 100 wraps of heroin 
and crack cocaine at Ed- 
wards-Campbell’s home ad¬ 
dress in Inner Park Road, 
Southfields. 

Detective Constable Paul 
Lawlor, from Kingston 
police, said: “Had we not 
been alerted by his irate 
client we may never have 
discovered the subsequent 
class A drugs at his home 
address.” 


Man swung crutch to 
fight off knife attacker

A man has said he was lucky 
to be alive after he was knifed 
twice in the chest on a night 
out in Kingston. 

The man, who had been on 
crutches following a motor¬ 
bike accident two weeks earli¬ 
er, called the Kingston 
Guardian from his bed in St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting, 
and appealed for help to find 
his attackers. 

The 25-year-old, who did not 
want to be named, said he had 
been at the cinema with his 
girlfriend and another couple. 


He said they were ap¬ 
proached by three men on 
their way to their car, parked 
in Canbury Place car park. 

He said: “At first they just 
seemed drunk, and seemed to 
be being friendly. Then it just 
went off. I don’t know what 
was going on. I was confused. 

“I just took one of my 
crutches and started swinging 
it. I didn’t know I’d been 
stabbed until I saw the knife. I 
thought I’d just been pushed.” 

He said he had been stabbed 
twice in the left side of the 
chest. He has since been dis¬ 
charged from hospital. 

He added: “I’ve been lucky. 
The doctors said it almost hit 
my heart.” 


Police were called to Can¬ 
bury Park Road by the 
junction with Elm Crescent, 
near the former Gala Bingo 
hall and Acorn 20 pub, at 
about 12.30am on Sunday, 
February 22. 

The area was later cordoned 
off by police. 

Officers are now searching 
for the men. 

The first was described by 
the victim as aged between 19 
and 20, about 5ft 5in, slim and 
wearing dark clothing. 

The second man was de¬ 
scribed as mixed race, in his 
early 20s, with an afro, about 
6ft and wearing a light- 
coloured shirt. 

A third man, also believed to 


be in his early 20s, was about 
5ft lOin and possibly white. 

Residents in Canbury Park 
Road reported hearing shout¬ 
ing. Officers have conducted 
door-to-door enquiries and are 
looking at CCTV footage. 

They also took the victim’s 
phone. 

Detective Inspector Adam 
Guttridge, from Kingston po¬ 
lice, said: “We are just examin¬ 
ing the victim’s phone for any 
links. 

“It is not unusual to take 
a phone as part of our 
investigations.” 

Anyone with information 
should call Kingston police on 
101 or Crimestoppers, anony¬ 
mously on 0800 555 111. 


Bar’s licence suspended for trading after hours 


A Surbiton bar had its li¬ 
cence suspended for two 
weeks and its supervisor re¬ 
moved from her role. 

Vinoteque, in Claremont 
Road, was hauled before 
Kingston Council by police 
after a string of breaches that 
culminated on New Year’s 
Eve when officers shut down 
a late-running party. 

Patrons had written to po¬ 
lice ahead of the hearing to 
praise the work of supervisor 
Larisa Noaca in creating a 
“positive [and] welcoming 


vibe” in a previously unpopu¬ 
lar location. 

The ruling by councillors 
on Tuesday, February 24, was 
subject to appeal within 21 
days after written notifica¬ 
tion was served. 

Miss Noaca said she would 
remain as manager and that 
she planned to use the two- 
week closure to refurbish the 
bar. 

She said: “It’s going to take 
a long time to change all the 
bad reputation from before. 

“We’re a different way. I’m 


working 24 hours [a day] 
making sure everything is al¬ 
right. It’s not easy.” 

Councillor Andrew Day, 
vice-chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s licensing sub-committee, 
said: “I know she is doing her 
best and we don’t want to be 
complete killjoys.” 

The bar’s opening hours 
have also been cut, meaning 
it will have to close at 
midnight on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday nights. 

Staff must also be given 
extra training. 


PC Jim Hartland, from 
Kingston police’s licensing 
team, said: “We had tried 
hard to work with the exist¬ 
ing premises supervisor at 
this venue to ensure they op¬ 
erated within the law. 

“However, despite our ef¬ 
forts, the management bla¬ 
tantly ignored their licensing 
conditions, trading after 
hours. As such we were left 
with little choice, but to take 
the premises to review. 

“We are satisfied with the 
outcome.”

This is the vision for a renovated 
Victorian-era nurses’ home in 
Surbiton. 

Newlands, in Oak Hill, was left 
to rot by the NHS years ago. 

The theft of lead cladding from 
a section of the roof meant water 
simply poured in, destroying the 
timbers. 

But residents were given a 
glimpse of how the tucked-away 
corner of Surbiton could look, 
with an additional three blocks 
built in traditional style. 

The disused Oak Hill medical 
centre - itself now just a shell - 


was opened to show off the plans, 
which would see some 41 flats 
created in the leafy neighbour¬ 
hood, served by underground 
parking. 

Matthew Allchurch, of Ted- 
dington-based MAA Architects, 
said: “We started off with an 
analysis of the buildings in the 
area and there are some very nice 
Victorian villas. 

“We picked up on a lot of the 
features in those buildings, such 
as gables and bays. 

“By putting the parking under¬ 
ground it means you can land¬ 
scape the street with lawns and 
new oak trees.” 

Neighbour Brian Young said he 
was concerned about parking 
provision for visitors, and the size 


of the buildings. 

He said: “I think we are going to 
get a feeling like there's an enor¬ 
mous mass at the end of the road. 

But he added: “I think the ap¬ 
pearance of them is good.” 

Two of the new buildings will 
be erected on the medical centre 
site. The eyesore building is to be 
demolished - news that delighted 
residents. 

The third will go up on the cor¬ 
ner of Oak Hill and Oak Hill 
Road.

'Honour' killing campaigner’s TV interview 


A campaigner against 
“honour”-based violence and 
forced marriage who wit¬ 
nessed a plot to murder her 
sister-in-law is the subject of 
a new documentary. 

Sarbjit Kaur Athwal, of 
Kingston, told the Crime and 
Investigations channel how 
her sister-in-law Surjit was 
murdered on the orders of 
her mother-in-law in 1998, in 
a programme broadcast on 
Sunday. 

In 2007 Bachan Athwal, of 
Hayes, west London, was 
sentenced to life for arrang¬ 
ing the killing, alongside her 
son Sukhdave - Surjit’s hus¬ 
band in an arranged marriage. 

Campaigner Ms Athwal, 
who has won awards for her 


work, became the first person 
to give evidence in open court 
in an “honour” killing trial. 

She told how she lived in 
fear of her life for a number 
of years before the probe into 
Surjit’s death was re-opened. 

Speaking of the documen¬ 
tary, she said: “It was really, 
really tough because of all 
the emotions. 

“On TV they want the real 
you to come out - the real per¬ 
son - and to remember every¬ 
thing so it is really painful 
and emotional. It was hard to 
speak to a camera, but I want 
to make people aware.” 

Ms Athwal has also set up a 
charity to create awareness 
about “honour” killings.

traffic camera 
plans shelved 

Kingston Council has backtracked on 
plans to install more lucrative traffic 
cameras that would potentially have 
raked in an extra £380,000 in one year. 

The council’s draft budget, released 
earlier this year, outlined plans to spend 
£140,000 on new, unattended cameras 
to catch drivers in bus lanes and box 
junctions. 

But the proposal has been omitted from 
the finalised budget, and instead a review 
of the borough’s existing car parking and 
traffic cameras will be launched. 

Councillor David Cunningham, lead 
member for environment and transport, 
said: “The top answer for residents when 
asked about how we could improve their 
local area in our recent All in One survey 
was to address parking issues. 

“We are determined to respond to this.” 

The planned review will include park¬ 
ing charges, penalty charge notices, en¬ 
forcement technology, ticketing systems, 
controlled parking zones, the website and 
car park management. 

Last year, our sister paper the Surrey 
Comet revealed the council made close to 
£1.5m in traffic penalties, including fines 
from box junctions and bus lanes.

The new bar follows in the

Exhibition shows proposed homes and retail space 

Peel site’s flats and

Plans for a new housing develop¬ 
ment at the site of a once-famed 
live music venue in Kingston went 
on display last week. 

The Sir Robert Peel pub, in Cam¬ 
bridge Road, which has hosted the 
likes of the Vaccines, Jamie T and 
John Newman, shut down in April 
last year. 

Cobham-based developer URB 
Group, which bought the site last 
year, officially unveiled its plans 
at a public exhibition at 
Kingsmeadow last week. 

The land, on the corner of Cam¬ 
bridge Road and Hampden Road, 
is now set to become a mixed-use 
development with 31 private and 
affordable homes of up to three 
bedrooms, with 200sq m of ground 
floor retail space. 

Harry Hall, head of the Cam¬ 
bridge Road Estate Residents’ As¬ 
sociation, said: “On first 
impression it was quite a nice 
looking building. I think it will 
blend in with the estate. 

“But because of the amount of 
private housing in Kingston it 
would be nice to see a more 



community approach with some 
social housing. They appear to be 
taking a community approach.” 

He added he was positive about 
plans for greenery around the site 
too. 

Andrew Davies, from URB 
Group, said: “We are very pleased 
at the number of people who took 
the time to come and view our 
plans for the site. We received 
some very valuable feedback. 

“As we move towards submit¬ 
ting a planning application 
this spring, the project team re¬ 
main committed to working close¬ 
ly with Kingston and consulting 


members of the community. 

“We believe that delivering 
much-needed new homes and flex¬ 
ible commercial space, through 
this mixed use scheme, will con¬ 
tribute positively to the ongoing 
regeneration in the borough.” 

But Jill Preston, from the Cam¬ 
bridge Road estate, said: “I am 
waiting for the planning applica¬ 
tion to come in. 

“I think the problem is going to 
be parking in the area.” 

The exhibition outlined plans 
for 19 car parking spaces, includ¬ 
ing two disabled ones, across two 
levels and 35 cycle spaces.

Mental health workers will know 
within weeks where, or if, they 
will be moved in a £160m shake- 
up of service provision. 

Doctors and NHS England boss¬ 
es will scrutinise surveys carried 
out by South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health Trust 
(SWLSTG), which runs Tolworth 
and Springfield hospitals, that 
were designed to guide a revamp 
of “unsuitable” facilities. 

The trust’s preferred plan, of 
centralising all care in Spring- 
field and Tolworth, would be 
funded by selling land. 

The changes could mean pa¬ 
tients are no longer seen at 
Queen Mary’s Hospital in Roe- 
hampton, which treats 500 people 
a year. 

It was revealed last summer 


care shake-up 


that SWLSTG planned to reduce 
inpatient beds across south-west 
London by 10 per cent before 
2018, and treat more people in the 
community. 

Results of a consultation, 
published last week, will be 
weighed up by NHS England and 
GPs on clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) over the next 
three weeks. 

Dr Phil Moore, from Kingston 
CCG, said: “We are still deliver¬ 
ing some mental health services 
using buildings first constructed 
over 150 years ago. 

“We compromise on the dignity 
and respect of the people we look 
after at an incredibly vulnerable 
time in their lives. 

“We compromise on the motiva¬ 
tion of our staff by demanding 
their very highest standards 
while asking them to work 
in an environment we know is 
difficult.” 

SWLSTG bosses admitted in a 


planning application for new 
buildings at Tolworth that “none 
of the wards are fully compliant 
with modern standards.” 

They said the preferred revamp 
plan will save £26m over 50 years 
and improve conditions. 

The trust, which covers 
Kingston, Merton, Sutton, Rich¬ 
mond and Wandsworth, is 
battling for foundation trust sta¬ 
tus, which confers greater finan¬ 
cial independence. It must make 
a £32m spending cut by 2020. 

The consultation results were 
due to be debated at a Kingston 
CCG meeting on March 3, as we 
went to press. 

Wandsworth CCG will hold its 
meeting on March 11 at its offices 
in Upper Richmond Road, East 
Putney, at 9.30am. 

A final decision on which plan 
to implement will be taken at the 
end of March by the cross-bor¬ 
ough joint health overview and 
scrutiny committee.

Homes on filling station site 



Plans to redevelop an old petrol station 
in Surbiton have been revealed. 

The Brighton Road site, pictured , 
has been closed since September 
last year after it was sold by 
owners Rontec. 

Developers Indigo Scott 
have submitted two schemes 
to Kingston Council. 

The first is a three-to-four- 
storey building containing 32 
homes. 

The alternative is a very sim¬ 
ilar building containing 2 
homes and two commercial units. 

Indigo Scott’s agents, Rapleys, 


claimed in documents submitted to the 
council that creating affordable 
homes in this scheme was “not 
viable”. 

Kingston’s housing strate¬ 
gy says that any develop¬ 
ment of more than 10 
homes should be 50 per 
cent affordable. 

A Rapleys statement 
said: “Indigo Scott recog¬ 
nises the importance of af¬ 
fordable housing within the 
Kingston area and therefore 
seeks to discuss with the coun¬ 
cil potential options.”

Vulnerable to be hit 
by higher care costs 


Last November, Kingston Coun¬ 
cil decided to consult on an 
increase in the cost of contribu¬ 
tions from those receiving non- 
residential care and support. 

This will affect 320 people. The 
cost impact for the majority will 
be an extra £10 to £30 a week. 

However, some face a £40 to £60 
increase. 

Why are estimated savings al¬ 
ready included in the council’s 
budget that will be set before the 
consultation is even over and no 
decison made? 

Why have officers not followed 
the outline consultation process 
agreed by councillors? 

Committees discussed the bud¬ 
get before service users and car¬ 
ers were told of the proposed 
increase. 

Four years ago, the previous 
administration proposed a hike 
from 50 per cent to 100 per cent. 


Under pressure from cam¬ 
paigning service users and sup¬ 
porters, this was reduced to 75 
per cent. 

Call me cynical, but I suspect 
that political party, now in oppo¬ 
sition, to champion those hit by 
this proposal. 

Councillors, whatever your po¬ 
litical group, please read the on¬ 
line scrutiny panel minutes of 
January 2011 and consider pre¬ 
vious representations and panel 
comments, particularly on bud¬ 
get priorities, moral responsibil¬ 
ity and formulating consultation 
procedures. 

The estimated savings are not 
that great in relation to the 
council’s budget of millions, but 
will impact hugely on those 
affected. 

How can you set a budget re¬ 
liant on the introduction of a 
new contributions policy? 


Is there a back-up if this shod¬ 
dy consultation exercise, with 
no equality impact assessment 
so far, is legally challenged? 

Have lower increases even 
been costed? 

Is it right, or does it make 
sense to look for additional 
income for adult social care 
by increasing contributions 
from people needing support 
themselves? 

I hope the council will not bal¬ 
ance its books at their expense. 

Most other London councils 
may well ask for 100 per cent. 

I would like to think Kingston 
is unlike most. 

Let us hear no more in the fu¬ 
ture on caring for the elderly 
and the vulnerable from anyone 
who votes for this 25 per cent 
increase.

Most notably, the sharp- 
tongued Mercutio is played by a 
woman (Laura Elphinstone) and 
Juliet has a possessive and intru¬ 
sive mother (Maureen Beattie) 
instead of a father. 

Cookson says: “Because we are 
setting our version in modern 
times there is no reason why 
Romeo’s best friend couldn’t be a 
woman and Juliet couldn’t be 
dominated by a strong matriar¬ 
chal character rather than her 
father.” 

“We are setting it in a contem¬ 
porary environment because it is 
a story that could be set at any¬ 
time so why not set it in the mod¬ 
ern day, in a place that our 
audiences all recognise? 

“Despite the modern setting 


though we have made sure that 
the production still has its poetic 
innocence. 

“We had to make sure that 
nothing was lost from the ro¬ 
mance of the tale.” 

Cookson’s last Rose production, 
the aforementioned Hetty Feath¬ 
er, featured some spectacular ac¬ 
robatics and circus tricks. It was 
a huge success and enjoyed a 
brief stint in the West End.

Cookson says: “The Rose layout 
lends itself so well to epic sto¬ 
ries.

on two people sharing. Single supplement applies. 
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It seems that every week there is 
another story of a letting agent fail¬ 
ing its clients in some way, be it as a 
result of malpractice, financial neg¬ 
ligence or incompetence. 

Giraffe Residential is the latest 
agent to have let its clients down, 
after closing without warning at the 
end of last year. 

Trading standards and police are 
currently investigating the compa¬ 
ny. In the meantime, other agents 
such as Leaders have been assisting 
landlords and tenants with their 
tenancies. 

Leaders' Surbiton branch manag¬ 
er, Amy Claydon, said: "There have 
been many such cases in south-west 
London over the last five years, 
where agents have closed suddenly 
without returning thousands of 
pounds worth of tenants' deposits. 
Ultimately it is the landlord who is 
legally liable to return their tenant's 
deposit at the end of the tenancy, 
even if their agent has lost the 
money. 

"With letting agents not formally 
regulated by the government, it is 
up to the public to look into the 
competency and trustworthiness of 
their agent before renting or letting 
with them. But there are so many 
different bodies and organisations 
governing standards in the industry 


that it's no wonder most people are 
completely bewildered by it all. 

"A common problem is small 
agents rapidly building their portfo¬ 
lios and business on the basis of 
cheap deals, which means they are 
not able to sustain a good service to 
all their clients long-term. 

"To keep it simple, our advice is to 
look at the following factors:" 

1) How long has the agent been 
established and do they have a 
good local reputation? 

2) Does the agent have profes¬ 
sional, knowledgeable staff and a 
well-presented office? 

3) Does the firm have enough ex¬ 
perienced staff to provide a quality 
service through all stages of the let¬ 
tings process? 

4) Is the agent willing to put you 
in touch with 
existing clients for an en¬ 
dorsement, preferably 
clients who have used the 
company for a long time? 

5) Does the agent have 
systems in place to ensure 
it complies with the law at 
all times? 

6) Is the firm a member 
of self-regulating organi¬ 
sations such as ARLA, TPO 
and SAFEagent?

in my situation who have 
that. 

“It keeps your spirits up.” 

He added: “In pre-season I 
could still kick a ball about, 
but I was feeling a little slow¬ 
er than normal and more 
tired. 

“I started noticing more 
problems and took three 
weeks off work over Christ¬ 
mas hoping that would sort 
me out. 

“I went back to work and 
two days later was off again. 

“It was not until the end of 
January that the condition 
was confirmed. 

“Now it is a case of arrest¬ 
ing the development of symp¬ 
toms and slowing the 
progress of the illness.”
